M Die  birth  rate  for  Scotland  for  1937  was  17.6  per  1,000  of  estimated  population,  the  * 
death  rate  13.9,  and  the  marriage  late  7.7.  In  1936,  per  1,000  women  aged  15-44, 
births  in  Berwickshire  numbered  52.6  : for  Scotland  it  was  75.1  : per  1,000  married  ' 
women  aged  16-44,  births  in  Berwickshire  numbered  104.5,  for  Scotland  155.3. 
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CONSCIENTIOUS  OBJECTORS  TO  VACCINATION.  These  numbered 
60,  a rate  of  18  per  100  births. 

The  Vaccination  Acts  state  that  where  a medical 
certificate  of  vaccination,  of  unfitness  or  insusceptibility  or 
a declaration  of  conscientious  objection  has  not  been  sent 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  parish  of  birth,  he  must  within  one 
month  intimate  such  failure  to  the  father  or  person  in

For  the  third  year  in  succession  the  number  of  births 
in  Berwickshire  has  been  exceeded  by  the  deaths.  Berwick- 
shire is  not  now  replacing  its  own  numbers. 


I drew  attention  to  the  gravity  of  what  was  happening 
in  my  report  for  last  year,  and  again  this  year  in  a memor- 
andum, on  the  trend  of  the  school  population,  prepared  at

the  request  of  the  Finance  Committee.  In  that  memoran- 
dum I pointed  out  that  the  continuous  decline  in  the 
number  of  children  was  not  merely  due  to  a low  birth  rate, 
but  in  even  greater  degree  to  the  loss  in  the  last  30  years  by 
migration  and  other  reasons  of  8,558  persons,  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  present  population,  most  of  whom  were  or 
would  be  of  reproductive  ages.

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The  total  number  of  occupied  private  houses  at  the 
1931  Census  was  7,138,  so  that  almost  one-fifth  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  County  have  either  been  recon- 
structed or  built  new  since  1919. 

Saturation  point  in  habitable  houses,  however,  is  not 
yet  reached,  and  more  people  require  to  be  re-housed  or 
housed  than  those  whose  present  houses  can  either  be 
condemned  or  certified  as  overcrowded,  those  in  lodgings 
and  rooms  for  instance. 

( b ) Action  to  deal  ivith  Defective  or  Uninhabitable  Houses. 

During  the  year  I represented  11  houses  under  Section 
16  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1930,  as  being  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  not  capable  at  a r easonable  expense 
of  being  rendered  fit.  Action  was  taken  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  every  case. 

The  standards  taken  are  those  published  by  the 
Department  of  Health  in  their  memorandum  of  26th 
December,  1934. 

Of  these  houses  represented,  the  principal  major 
defects  were  excessive  dampness,  inadequate  lighting  and 
ventilation,  no  indoor  water  supply,  insufficient  drainage 
and  defective  sanitary  accommodation. 

(c)  Clearance  or  Redevelopment  Areas  under  the  Housing 

{Scotland)  Acts,  1930  and  1935 — proposals  under 
consideration  or  contemplated. 

No  Clearance  or  Redevelopment  Areas  are  proposed. 

(d)  Overcrowding — action  taken. 

Other  than  building  of  new  houses  and  decanting  of 
families  in  the  smaller  overcrowded  houses,  no  special 
steps  could  be  taken. 

Conditions  do  not  point  to  such  a stage  of  further 
development  as  to  require  further  control. 
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C.— FOOD  SUPPLY. 


1.— MILK— ADMINISTRATION  OF  ACTS,  ORDERS  AND 
REGULATIONS. 

(a)  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  in  terms  of 

Sections  20  and  21  of  the  1914  Act — arrangements 
made — notes  on  samples  taken. 

During  the  year  18  samples  of  milk  weie  sent  or  taken 
to  Edinburgh  for  bacteriological  examination.  Twelve 
were  samples  of  graded  milk  and  six  were  samples  of  un- 
graded milk.  In  the  case  of  the  graded  samples  the 
bacterial  counts  varied  from  too  few  to  count  to  90.132 
per  c.c.  B.  Coli  were  present  in  four  samples.  Of  the 
six  samples  of  ungraded  milk  the  bacterial  counts  varied 
from  4,240  to  309,227. 

(b)  Milk  consigned  from  other  ureas — action  taken. 

No  milk  is  consigned  from  other  areas  to  Berwickshire, 

(c)  Dirty  milk  ( Section  4 (3)  of  1914  Act)  measures  for 

detection. 

The  only  measures  for  the  detection  of  dirty  milk  aie 
those  given  in  paragraph  (a). 

i 

I should  explain  that  clean  milk  and  safe  milk  are  not 
the  same  thing.  They  are  apt  to  be  confused,  and  I have 
even  heard  people  say  that  clean  milk  was  preferable  to 
safe  milk. 

Clean  milk  is  milk  that  is  produced  under  clean 
conditions,  contaminated  to  the  least  possible  extent  or 
not  at  all  by  extraneous  materials,  such  as  manure,  hairs, 
dust,  etc.  Cleanliness  is  judged  by  a bacterial  count,  for 
the  more  dirt  the  more  bacteria.  In  graded  milks  high 
standards  of  cleanliness  are  insisted  on.  Certified  milk, 
for  instance,  must  not  have  more  than  30,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimetre,  and  tuberculin  tested  milk  must  not  have 
more  than  200,000.  Clean  milk,  however,  is  not  neces- 
sarily safe,  as  it  may  still  convey  germs  capable  of  causing 
disease. 


Safe  milk  on  the  other  hand  is  milk  which  is  free  from 
these  bacteria,  capable  of  producing  disease  such  as  the 
tuberculosis  bacillus,  the  bacillus  abortus  or  bacilli  from 
cows  with  mastitis.  The  most  important  of  these  microbes, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  danger  to  human  beings  is  the 
bacillus  of  tuberculosis,  for  cows  as  well  as  humans  may 
contract  tuberculosis  and  may  transmit  living  tubercle 
bacilli  in  their  milk  to  humans,  particularly  children.  In 
tuberculin  tested  herds  all  cows  are  tested  with  tuberculin 
which  shows  up  the  slightest  tuberculous  infection  at  once . 
Cows  which  react  are  immediately  eliminated  from  the  herd , 
so  that  milk  from  tuberculin  tested  herds  is  presumably  at 
least  free  from  tuberculosis,  and  if  the  producer  is  a design- 
ated producer  then  the  milk  must  also  reach  a high  standard 
of  cleanliness. 

What  is  wanted  is  milk  that  is  both  clean  and  safe,  that 
is,  clean  milk  from  healthy  cows. 

(d)  Outbreaks  of  disease  attributed  to  milk  or  milk  'products. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  disease  attributable  to  milk 
or  milk  products  except  in  the  usual  notifications  of 
tuberculous  disease. 

(e)  Milk  grading-  progress. 

From  1st  October,  1936,  various  changes  were  made  in 
the  nomenclature  of  designated  or  graded  milks. 

The  only  grade  unchanged  in  name  was  that  of  the 
highest  grade,  viz.,  “ Certified.” 

“ Tuberculin  Tested  ” took  the  place  of  “ Grade  A 
Tuberculin  Tested  ” (Grade  A,  T.T.). 

“ Standard  ” took  the  place  of  “ Grade  A,”  and  a new 
grade  has  been  added,  viz.,  “ Pasteurised.” 

Milk  grading  made  no  progress,  the  only  producers 
still  being  Messrs.  Calder  of  Bogend,  Cookson  of  Kenton 
House,  and  Hamilton  of  Hardens. 

There  is  little  or  no  increase  in  the  production  of  milk 
in  the  County.  The  producers  are  “ level  ” producers,  and 
produce  for  direct  consumption  and  not  for  manufacture 
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into  butter,  cbeese,  condensed  milk  or  other  products. 
The  last  time  a milk  census  was  taken  the  average  con- 
sumption per  person  was  only  0.430  pints  per  day,  an 
average  which  fell  in  the  Burgh  of  Eyemouth  to  0.28  pints 
per  day,  so  that  there  is  scope  for  increased  production. 

2. — MEAT— ADMINISTRATION  OF  SECTIONS  33  AND  43 

OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1897, 
THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS 
(SCOTLAND),  1932,  AND  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
(PRESERVATIVES,  ETC.  IN  FOOD)  REGULATIONS. 

The  degree  of  control  exercised  for  the  first  time  last 
year  was  continued,  and  particulars  will  be  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

3. — MISCELLANEOUS. 

Of  seven  samples  of  Ice  Cream  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination,  bacterial  counts  varied  from  66,000  to  4,320,000 
per  c.c.,  while  B.  coli  was  present  in  five  of  the  samples. 
It  has  now  been  possible  under  the  Milk-in-Schools  Scheme 
to  supply  milk  to  approximately  974  children  in  14  schools 
out  of  the  50  in  the  County.  No  instruction,  propaganda, 
or  other  special  work  on  nutrition  is  undertaken.

7-10.— CLINICS  AND  SPECIAL  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

There  are  no  clinics  or  special  treatment  centres  in  the 
County,  although  children  under  5 years  may  be  sent  to 
schools  for  examination  by  the  School  Oculist  or  Aural 
Surgeon.  Generally,  however,  they  are  sent  to  Edinburgh. 
During  the  year  two  children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Sym 
and  five  by  Mr.  Lithgow. 

Approval  has  been  given  for  dental  treatment  for

312  visits  to  schools,  examined  779  children  for  cleanliness, 
infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  paid  113  home  visits  in 
connection  with  these  (practically  all  verminous,  dirty  or 
neglected  children),  while  they  paid  324  visits  for  other 
reasons,  i.e.,  in  following  up  cases  of  reported  defect  or  in 
connection  with  the  escorting  of  children  to  hospital.

SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES,  INCLUDING  OPEN-AIR 

SCHOOLS. 

These  schools  and  classes  are  intended  for  children 
who,  on  account  of  mental  or  physical  disability,  are  at  a 
permanent  disadvantage  in  school  and  in  after  life.  They 
include  mental  defectives,  cripples,  deaf  and  partially  deaf 
and  blind,  and  partially  sighted,  and  they  have  been 
termed  “ handicapped  ” or  “ underprivileged  ” children. 
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To  compensate  in  some  degree  for  that  handicap  or 
underprivilege,  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act,  1936,  makes 
it  the  duty  of  an  education  authority  to  make  special 
provision  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Scottish  Education 
Department,  for  the  education  either  in  schools  or  otherwise 
and  where  necessary  for  the  conveyance  to  and  from  school 
of  mentally  or  physically  defective  children  between  5 and 
16  years  of  age  within  their  area.  In  the  case  of  blind  or 
deaf  children  of  3 to  18  years  of  age,  the  education  authority 
must  provide  for  their  efficient  education  either  in  a school 
of  their  own  or  in  some  other  school  or  institution  approved 
by  the  Scottish  Education  Department,  and  where  necessary 
for  the  boarding  of  the  child  at  some  place  approved  by  the 
education  authority,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  the  child 
to  and  from  such  school,  institution  or  place. 

In  this  County  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  35 
physically  defective  and  13  mentally  defective  children  of 
school  age.  These  numbers  only  included  cases  of  gross 
deformity  such  as  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hips  or 
talipes  and  not  disabilities  such  as  curvature  of  the  spine 
or  flatfoot.  In  the  case  of  mental  defect,  only  certified  or 
certifiable  cases  are  included,  and  not  borderline  or  back- 
ward children  for  whom  special  classes  may  be  equally 
necessary.  In  addition,  there  were  two  blind  children  and 
one  deaf  child.  Again,  children  with  such  conditions  as 
high  myopia  or  partial  deafness  are  not  included. 

As  no  schools  or  classes  exist  in  the  County  for  these 
children,  when  they  require  special  education  and  care  they 
must  be  sent  to  one  of  the  specialised  institutions  elsewhere. 

In  1937  one  child  was  receiving  education  in  Larbert 
Institution  ; two  children  in  the  school  attached  to  the 
Royal  Blind  Asylum,  Edinburgh  ; one  in  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
Institution,  Edinburgh,  and  a physically  defective  child  in 
Willowbrae  School,  Edinburgh. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND 
PERSONAL  HYGIENE  FOR  CHILDREN. 

All  class  teachers  are  expected  to  give  their  children 
20  minutes  of  physical  training  per  day,  while  they  are  to 
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some  extent  supervised  by  the  two  physical  training 
instructresses  who  take  the  actual  physical  training  lesson 
in  schools  where  the  teacher  for  any  reason  is  not  able  to 
do  so.  As  the  actual  time  which  can  be  given  by  the 
physical  training  instructresses  to  the  rural  schools  is 
extremely  limited,  I advised  the  Education  Committee  that 
they  should  appoint  a third  physical  training  instructress 
part  of  whose  time  would  be  available  for  supervising  the 
remedial  exercises  prescribed  by  the  surgeons  at  the  Princess 
Margaret  Rose  Hospital.  An  additional  appointment  was 
not  approved. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Defective  Vision. — The  schools  are  visited  by  an 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  from  Edinburgh  who  examines  all 
children  whose  vision  on  a preliminary  vision  card  test 
appears  defective,  and  others  who  complain  of  headaches 
after  reading,  or  who  for  any  other  reason  appear  to  require 
expert  examination. 

Each  child  is  examined  with  the  ophthalmoscope  and 
retinoscope — black  curtains  being  carried  by  the  health 
visitor  for  the  improvisation  of  a dark  room  in  each  school. 

The  necessity  for  ophthalmoscopic  examination!  in 
every  case  is  illustrated  by  one  child  who  was  referred  to 
the  oculist  for  what  was  supposed  to  be  a slight  degree  of 
long  sight.  Ophthalmoscopic  examination,  however, 
showed  optic  neuritis.  The  child  was  immediately  sent  by 
his  own  doctor  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  of  Edinburgh,  when 
a brain  tumour  was  diagnosed.  Operation  followed  but 
did  not  succeed  in  saving  the  life  of  the  patient. 

Squint. — It  is  essential  that  all  children  showing  a 
tendency  to  a “ turn  ” in  the  eyes  should  be  examined 
without  delay.  The  popular  impression  that  a child  will 
grow  out  of  the  deformity  cannot  be  too  strongly  con- 
tradicted ; whilst  the  squinting  eye  may  “ straighten  ” in 
some  cases  as  the  child  grows  older,  it  will  in  most  cases  be 
a relatively  useless  eye  as  regards  function. 

i The  advisability  of  examination  by  a medical  eye  specialist,  as  dis- 
tinct from  mere  “ sight-testing  ” applies  to  all  ages. 
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The  aim  of  modern  treatment  is  to  obtain  good  function 
of  the  squinting  eye,  and  not  merely  a cosmetic  result. 

In  1937,  87  children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Sym,  the 
Council's  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and  spectacles  or  drug 
treatment  prescribed  as  required. 

Ear,  Throat  and  Nose. — In  1937,  184  children  were 
examined  by  Mr.  Lithgow,  Aural  Surgeon,  and  55  children 
were  taken  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  on  behalf  of  their  parents,  for  removal  of 
adenoids  with  or  without  removal  of  tonsils. 

Mr.  Lithgow  states  that  of  these  children  a considerable 
number  had  also  to  a varying  extent  enlargement  of  the 
lymphatic  glands  of  the  neck,  an  enlargement  due  to  caries 
of  the  teeth — a condition  itself  favoured  by  the  mouth 
breathing  caused  by  adenoids.  In  some  of  the  cases 
operated  on,  microscopical  examination  of  the  removed 
tissues  showed  in  addition  to  the  septic  infection  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  This  vicious  circle  established 
by  adenoids  and  dental  caries  can  only  be  broken  by 
removal  of  the  adenoids  and  by  dental  attention.  Hence 
the  preventive  value  to  the  tuberculosis  scheme  of  these 
forms  of  treatment.  He  further  states  that  after  operation 
the  glandular  enlargement  in  the  great  majority  of  cases 
subsides  and  gives  no  further  trouble. 

Defective  Teeth. — There  are  no  school  or  dental  clinics 
in  the  County  and,  consequently,  dental  treatment  is 
carried  out  in  the  schools  themselves  in  whatever  room  is 
available.  Some  of  these  rooms  are  science  or  domestic 
teaching  rooms  with  good  lighting  and  hot  and  cold  water, 
but  in  the  majority  of  cases  an  ordinary  class  room  has  to 
be  used,  water  heated  on  the  nearest  fire  and  a bucket  used 
for  spitting  into. 

The  dental  surgeon  is  on  part  time  service,  which  is 
limited  to  60  days  in  the  year.  This  year  he  gave  57  days 
service,  of  which  13  were  for  preliminary  examinations. 
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Children  are  first  examined  by  the  dentist  and  a card 
sent  to  the  parents  informing  them  how  many  extractions, 
fillings  and  scalings  are  required,  and  the  cost  of  treatment 
by  the  County  Council,  at  a rate  of  6d.  per  tooth  with  a 
maximum  charge  of  3/-.f  The  parents  are  asked  to  return 
the  card  and  say  whether  they  wish  the  child  attended  by 
the  Council’s  dental  surgeon  : whether  they  can  or  cannot 
pay  the  fee  : or  whether  they  will  have  treatment  carried 
out  by  their  own  dentist.  A comparatively  small  number 
say  the  latter,  and  enquiry  showed — as  one  teacher  put 
it — that  when  a parent  states  he  will  have  the  child  attended 
to  by  his  own  dentist  it  is  almost  invariably  a slightly  more 
polite  way  of  refusing  treatment. 

In  1937  1,380  children  were  intimated  to  their  parents 
as  requiring  dental  treatment.  Out  of  742  who  accepted 
treatment,  706  were  treated  by  the  dental  surgeon. 

The  treatment  provided  was  as  follows  : —

The  number  of  refusals  is  disappointing,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  dentist  was  working  almost  to  capacity 
within  the  time  allowed,  and  no  more  could  have  been 
undertaken. 

Mr.  Lithgow’s  statement  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
as  to  the  connection  between  adenoids,  carious  teeth  and 
tuberculosis  makes  a strong  point  in  favour  of  extending 
the  dental  services,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the 
acceptances  would  materially  increase  until  the  mothers 
themselves  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a dental  scheme.  Once 
they  realised  the  feel  of  a clean  mouth  they  would  be  less 
tolerant,  for  their  children’s  sakes,  of  their  whims  and 
notions. 

I 4 lie  maximum  charge  was  reduced  during  the  year  to  1/-. 
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ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  FEEDING  OF  CHILDREN. 

During  the  year  I asked  the  Education  Committee  to 
consider  my  report  for  1936  with  special  reference  to  the 
provision  of  school  meals,  and  memorandum  No.  47  on 
Nutrition  issued  in  July,  1937,  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  the  Scottish  Education  Department. 

In  my  1936  report  I specially  urged  resuscitation  of 
the  old  custom  of  providing  soup  or  broth  at  the  middle  of 
the  day  to  school  children,  as  in  a county  like  this  where 
many  of  the  children  have  to  travel  long  distances  to 
school,  and  may  be  from  home  from  dawn  to  dark  in  winter, 
the  provision  of  an  adequate  meal  is  absolutely  essential, 
and  many  children  do  not  get  it,  and  the  provision  of  soup 
or  broth  not  only  provides  a hot  meal  very  necessary  in 
cold  or  raw  weather,  but  a supply  of  minerals  and  vitamins 
for  children  who  might  not  otherwise  secure  a sufficiency 
of  these  elements  at  home. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  a circular  should  be  sent  to 
all  schools  in  the  County,  making  grateful  acknowledgment 
of  the  services  of  teachers  who  in  the  past  provided  meals 
for  school  children,  and  urging  that  wherever  possible 
endeavour  should  be  made  to  secure  more  widespread 
provision  of  such  meals  in  schools. 

At  the  middle  of  the  year  a return  showed  that  soup 
was  being  provided  in  five  schools  for  approximately  150 
children  : two  schools  were  providing  cocoa  to  55  children  : 
Horlick’s  Malted  Milk  was  being  supplied  at  11  a.m.  in  22 
schools  to  approximately  665  children,  while  under  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board  scheme  in  14  schools  about  974 
children  were  receiving  bottles  of  milk. 

Crippled  Children. — 16  children  received  treatment  in 
the  Princess  Margaret  Rose  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children, 
Fairmilehead,  Edinburgh,  one  of  whom  also  received 
treatment  in  the  Home  for  Crippled  Children,  Lauder  Road, 
Edinburgh.  One  other  child  received  treatment  in  Home 
for  Crippled  Children,  Lauder  Road,  Edinburgh. 

The  causes  of  crippling  varied,  but  the  great  majority 
were  suffering  from  congenital  crippling,  that  is  to  say,  they 
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were  born  with  the  condition.  Over  and  above  thesa 
congenital  cases,  tbe  three  great  causes  of  crippling  used 
to  be  infantile  paralysis,  rickets  and  tuberculosis.  We  still 
have  cases  caused  by  infantile  paralysis  : rickets  as  a cause 
of  crippling,  however,  has  almost  disappeared,  and  if  the 
measures  taken  to  safeguard  the  milk  supplies  were  effective, 
deformity  of  joints  and  spine  due  to  tuberculosis  should 
soon  be  a thing  of  the  past.  While  deformity  from  these 
causes  may  therefore  decrease,  there  is  no  apparent  likeli- 
hood of  congenital  crippling  diminishing. 

All  orthopaedic  cases  are  sent  to  the  Princess  Margaret 
Rose  Hospital  in  Edinburgh.  After  their  discharge, 
treatment  must  still  be  kept  up,  either  by  means  of  special 
apparatus — shoes,  boots,  splints,  etc. — or  physical  exercises 
which  are  prescribed  just  like  a doctor’s  prescription,  or 
manipulative  treatment.  If  the  apparatus  is  not  kept  in 
order,  shoes,  boots,  splints  not  according  to  specification, 
or  the  physical  exercises  and  manipulations  neglected, 
then  the  improvement  from  what  was  done  to  the  child  in 
hospital  may  be  imdone.  It  was  because  we  were  in 
difficulties  over  the  keeping  up  of  these  exercises  and 
manipulations  that  I advised  another  physical  training 
instructress  so  that  part  of  her  time  might  be  given  to 
making  certain  of  that  after  treatment. 


Minor  Ailments. — Berwickshire  has  no  school  clinics, 
and,  consequently,  cases  which  ordinarily  would  be  treated 
at  a school  clinic  have  here  to  be  admitted  to  the  County 
Hospital.  During  the  year  25  children  were  admitted  for 
the  following  causes  : —

Compulsory  notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
only  dates  from  1912  ; notification  of  all  forms  of  tuber- 
culosis from  1914,  and  effective  measures  for  prevention 
of  tuberculosis  only  date  from  1922,  when  accommodation 
for  the  isolation  of  infectious  cases  first  became  available 
on  a sufficient  scale. 

It  is  therefore  of  interest  to  note  that  the  average 
number  of  deaths  per  annum  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
has  fallen  from  28.4  for  the  five  years  previous  to  1912,  to 
9.2  for  the  last  five  years. 

In  the  five  years  subsequent  to  1922,  325  cases  of  all 
forms  of  tuberculos’s  were  notified.  In  the  last  five  years 
159  cases  were  notified. 

In  1922  118  persons  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
resident  in  the  County.  At  the  end  of  last  year  the  number 
was  33. 
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These  figures  need  no  elaboration.  The  continuance 
of  the  fall,  as  I said  last  year,  now  depends  on  the  Education 
Committee,  and  particular  attention  should  be  paid  to  what 
the  Aural  Surgeon,  Mr.  Lithgow,  states  regarding  the 
connection  between  adenoids,  carious  teeth  and  tuberculosis. 


7.— VENEREAL  DISEASES— PREVENTION  AND 

TREATMENT. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal 
disease  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Corporation 
of  Edinburgh.  Patients,  whether  men,  women,  or  children, 
are  sent  to  the  appropriate  hospital,  and,  if  necessary,  their 
travelling  expenses  are  paid. 

In  some  cases  the  requirements  can  be  served  by  weekly 
visits  to  the  hospital,  but,  in  an  increasing  proportion  of 
the  cases,  satisfactory  treatment  can  only  be  carried  out 
in  an  Edinburgh  institution. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  under  the  scheme  was 
25,  but  these  figures  give  no  indication  of  the  total  number 
of  venereal  cases  in  the  county,  as  venereal  disease  is  not 
notifiable. 

Treatment  is  confidential ; patients’  names  are  not 
divulged,  travelling  expenses  being  paid  on  receipt  of  an 
attendance  certificate  from  the  clinic  concerned,  on  which  a 
serial  letter  and  number  are  given  instead  of  the  name. 


8.— DIABETES— PROVISION  FOR  MEDICINE  AND 

TREATMENT. 

Insured  persons  are  entitled  to  a supply  of  Insulin  from 
the  Insurance  Committee,  whilst  those  who  do  not  come 
within  the  purview  of  that  Authority  are  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Council  under  the  Public  Health  (Amendment) 
Act,  1925. 
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The  County  Council  Scheme  makes  provision  for  the 
free  supply  of  Insulin  to  persons  suffering  from  Diabetes, 
who  are  deemed  to  be  necessitous,  and  to  others  at  actual 
cost,  when  their  circumstances  justify  this. 

During  the  year  10  persons  received  supplies  free 
of  cost. 


9.— CANCER— PROVISION  FOR  TREATMENT  OF 

Except  in  the  case  of  Public  Assistance  cases,  who  may 
be  sent  to  whatever  hospital  serves  best,  there  is  no  provision 
either  for 

(a)  Early  and  curable  cases, 

(b)  Late  and  incurable  cases, 

although  where  difficulty  is  experienced  in  providing  the 
necessary  home  attention  for  the  latter,  the  Public  Health 
Committee  has  agreed  to  admit  them  to  the  County  Hospital. 

With  the  constantly  diminishing  number  of  younger 
women  in  the  County  whose  services  are  available  for  home 
nursing,  it  is  probable  that  in  the  future  nursing  in  the 
hospital  wall  require  to  be  provided  for  more  of  these  cases. 


10.— MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  only  mental  services  provided  by  the  County  are 
the  provision  of  mental  hospital  accommodation  at  Melrose 
for  certified  patients,  and  the  provision  by  the  Education 
Committee  of  a Medico  Psychologist  for  the  examination  of 
school  children  suspected  to  be  mentally  defective. 

No  provision  is  made  or  contemplated  in  connection 
wath  mental  disability  in  pre-certification  cases,  either  by 
wav  of  co-ordination  of  existing  services,  by  child  guidance, 
or  by  out-patient  treatment  of  early  mental  and  functional 
nervous  disorders. 
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I have  already  referred  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
institutional  accommodation  for  mental  defectives.  Recent- 
ly, when  a prisoner  after  conviction  had  been  certified  as 
mentally  defective,  and  the  County  had  consequently  to 
take  him  off  the  hands  of  the  Police  Authorities,  and  send 
him  to  an  institution  for  mental  defectives,  no  accommoda- 
tion would  have  been  found  for  him  but  for  the  kindness  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of  Edinburgh  who, 
under  the  exceptional  circumstances,  admitted  him  to 
Gogarburn. 

On  16th  December  I attended  with  the  County  Clerk 
a meeting  called  by  the  Corporation  of  Edinburgh  to  con- 
sider whether  sufficient  accommodation  would  be  required 
by  counties  in  the  South-Eastern  area  of  Scotland  to  make 
it  worth  the  Corporation’s  while  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  additional  accommodation  at  Gogarburn.  The  repre- 
sentatives of  Local  Authorities  at  the  meeting  indicated 
that  while  they  could  not  bind  their  Local  Authorities,  it 
was  probable  that  these  would  be  willing  to  enter  on  an 
arrangement  for  utilising  accommodation  at  Gogarburn, 
provided  the  charges  for  the  accommodation  were  satis- 
factory. It  was  arranged  that  the  Town  Clerk  should 
submit  to  the  various  Local  Authorities  for  their  consider- 
ation terms  and  conditions  for  the  services  proposed,  with 
estimates  of  the  costs  involved. 

At  that  date  21  young  persons,  for  whom  the  Council 
was  responsible,  had  been  certified  as  mental  defectives. 
Out  of  the  21,  8 were  over  school  age  and  only  one  was  in 
an  institution.  Of  the  remaining  13  for  whom  the  Education 
Committee  was  responsible,  only  2 were  in  special  schools, 
so  that  only  3 had  been  institutionally  provided  for. 


11.— SICK  POOR. 

(a)  Domiciliary  Service — arrangements  for  medical  care 
and  nursing. — Domiciliary  attendance  on  the  Sick  Poor  is 
almost  entirely  by  medical  practitioners  on  a fee  basis,  the 
nearest  medical  practitioner  attending  the  patient.  Six 
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parish  medical  officers  still  exist,  but  as  these  fall  vacant 
no  further  appointments  will  be  made,  and  the  nearest 
medical  practitioner  will  attend. 

Nursing  is  given  by  district  nurses,  under  arrangements 
made  with  the  Federation  of  Nursing  Associations. 

( b ) “ Mixed  ” Poorhouses. — For  the  ordinary  Public 
Assistance  patient  of  a chronic  nature,  there  is  available 
Kelso  Poorhouse  in  Roxburgh,  and  Prestonkirk  in  East 
Lothian.  Where  a patient  requires  special  hospital  treat- 
ment, he  or  she  may  be  sent  to  hospitals  such  as  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  or  locally  to  Berwick-upon-Tweed 
Infirmary,  or  the  Coldstream  Cottage  Hospital. 

Tuberculous  cases  are  sent  to  East  Fortune  or  the 
County  Hospital  ; pneumonia  cases  to  the  County  Hospital  ; 
urgent  surgical  cases  requiring  opeiation  are  sent  direct  to 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  or  the  Western  General 
Hospital,  Edinburgh,  Berwick  Infirmary  or  Coldstream 
Cottage  Hospital,  while  services  already  available  for  other 
sections  of  the  community  for  eyes,  ears,  nose  and  throat 
are  also  made  use  of  for  the  Public  Assistance  patient.

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12.— HOSPITALS. 

General. — Patients  who  under  any  of  the  Council’s 
Schemes  require  general  hospital  treatment  are  as  a rule 
sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  or  the  Western 
General  Hospital. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Patients  with  ordinary  infections, 
such  as  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  paratyphoid,  measles, 
whooping  cough,  etc.,  are  sent  to  the  County  Hospital,  but 
those  with  surgical  complications,  or  with  diseases  that 
require  special  laboratory  investigation,  such  as  enteric, 
cerebro  spinal  fever,  etc.,  are  sent  to  the  City  Fever  Hospital, 
Edinburgh. 

Sanatoria.— The  County  has  a share  of  16  beds  in  East 
Fortune  Sanatorium.  Cases  which  for  any  reason  must  be 
retained  locally  are  accommodated  in  the  County  Hospital, 
while  special  cases  are  generally  sent  to  the  Western  General 
Hospital,  Edinburgh  (the  last  patient  sent  there  was  a 
woman  with  tuberculous  lungs  for  induction  of  labour), 
while  a few  patients  are  sent  by  medical  practitioners  to 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh,  or  the  Sick  Children’s 
Hospital. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — Most  maternity  cases  requiring 
hospital  intervention  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Maternity 
Hospital,  Edinburgh,  or  to  the  Elsie  Inglis  Hospital. 

Children. — All  orthopaedic  cases  are  sent  to  the 
Princess  Margaret  Rose  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children, 
Fairmilehead,  Edinburgh.  If  for  any  reason  they  cannot 
be  sent  home  on  discharge,  then  they  are  accommodated 
either  in  the  Lauder  Road  Home  or  the  County  Hospital, 
which  also  serves  as  one  of  the  minor  clinics  of  the  Princess 
Margaret  Rose  Hospital  organisation. 

Surgical  cases  occurring  in  the  Child  Welfare  Scheme 
are  sent  as  a rule  to  the  Sick  Children’s  Hospital,  and  in  the 
case  of  adenoids,  while  the  Council  does  not  undertake 
responsibility  directly,  it  can  arrange  on  behalf  of  the  parents 
for  admission  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh.  For  the 
work  which  is  thus  done  for  school  children  and  others  the 
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Public  Health  Committee  makes  an  annual  payment  of 
£100  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  £30  to  the  Sick  Children’s 
Hospital. 

In  the  absence  of  school  clinics  the  County  Hospital 
also  admits- children  with  conditions  that  are  not  likely  to 
be  alleviated  at  home,  or  for  observation,  e.g.,  children  with 
malnutrition,  severe  anaemia,  suspected  mental  defect, 
intractable  skin  conditions,  ringworm,  discharging  ears, 
and  so  on. 

Convalescent  Homes. — Another  ordinary  function  of 
the  County  Hospital  is  to  be  provided  for  the  convalescing 
of  those  who  are  not  making  a satisfactory  recovery  from 
serious  conditions,  such  as  pneumonia  and  pleurisy.  As 
these  conditions  are  not  infrequently  followed  by  tuber- 
culosis it  is  a wise  proceeding. 

Taking  a broad  vi^w  of  things,  I find  comparatively 
little  difficulty  in  obtaining  admission  for  hospital  cases, 
and  I must  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  consideration 
of  all  in  those  hospitals  with  whom  I have  to  deal. 

The  next  table  gives  the  numbers  of  those  treated  in 
hospitals  under  the  Council’s  various  schemes  for  the  year 
1937.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Council  only  treats 
certain  diseases  or  certain  age  groups,  or  a particular  sex, 
such  as  in  maternity  and  gynaecological  cases,  and  the 
figures  below  are  therefore  divided  according  to  the 
particular  scheme  which  treats  them.

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With  a view  to  providing  shelter  for  the  Hospital  the 
two  areas  to  the  west  and  north  of  the  Hospital  were  wire 
fenced  and  planted  with  trees.  The  area  to  the  west  was 
planted  with  Scotch  Fir  ( Pinus  Sylvestris),  while  that  to 
the  north  was  planted  with  Norwegian  Spruce  ( Picea 
Excelsa). 

Owing  to  complaint  by  visiting  members  of  the  Council 
to  the  Hospital  regarding  the  condition  of  the  boiler  house 
after  rains,  the  Committee  considered  that  the  boiler 
house  was  so  cramped  that  it  would  be  a mistaken  policy 
to  tamper  further  with  it,  and  that  Messrs.  Cullen,  Lochhead 
& Brown  should  be  asked  to  submit  plans  and  estimates 
for  another  boiler  house. 

The  boiler  room  motors  were  also  giving  trouble,  and 
on  the  advice  of  Professor  Horn,  of  the  Heriot  Watt  College, 
Edinburgh,  the  motors  were  converted  from  single  phase 
to  three  phase,  since  when  no  trouble  has  been  experienced.

14.— HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

With  the  exception  of  home  visits  to  mothers  and 
children  by  Child  Welfare  and  Health  Visitors,  no  effective 
health  education  is  provided. 
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F._ WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 

The  usual  inspections  were  made  of  the  workshops  and 
workplaces  in  the  County,  and  the  tabular  statement  of 
proceedings  under  the  1901  Act  was  completed  and  sent  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Home  Affairs. 

BLIND  PERSONS. 

Under  the  provisions  made  by  the  Blind  Persons  Act 
of  1920,  the  County  Council  must  keep  a Register  of  Blind 
Persons  resident  in  the  County,  admission  to  which  Register 
is  only  given  on  certification  by  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and 
prepare  a scheme  for  the  exercise  of  their  powers  under  the 
Act.  The  scheme  provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  Council 
utilises,  as  far  as  possible,  the  existing  approved  voluntary 
agencies,  and,  in  particular,  the  Royal  Blind  Asylum  and 
School,  Edinburgh,  and  the  Edinburgh  and  South-East  of 
Scotland  Society  for  Teaching  the  Blind  to  Read  at  their 
Own  Homes. 


The  number  of  persons  on  the  Blind  Roll  at  31st 
December,  1937,  was  28  ; one  new  case  was  added  during 
the  year.

During  the  year  332  visits  were  paid  by  Miss  Campbell, 
visitor  of  the  Society  for  Teaching  the  Blind  in  their  own 
Homes  ; and,  in  addition,  36  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health 
Visitors.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Special  Water  Supply  Districts  are  as  follows 
East  District  : Ayton,  Burnmouth,  Chirnside,  Cockbums- 
path,  Coldingbam,  Grantshouse,  Restou  and  St.  Abbs ; 
Middle  District  : Greenlaw,  Langton,  Leitholm,  Lennel  and 
Longformacus  ; West  District  : Earlston,  Gordon,  Oxton, 
Redpath  and  Westruther. 


Ayton. — A shortage  was  again  experienced  this  year 
on  the  high  level  supply.  After  investigation  it  was  found 
that  the  inlet  pipe  to  tank  had  become  partially  obstructed 
by  tree  roots.  The  pipe  was  immediately  cleared  and  a 
full  supply  obtained. 

Burnmouth. — No  shortage  of  water  was  experienced 
in  this  area.  It  was  found,  however,  that  the  supply  to 
Cowdrait  was  being  affected  by  field  drainage.  In  order 
to  overcome  this  it  was  necessary  to  lay  a pipe  through, 
under  the  railway  embankment,  and  byepass  the  field 
drains.  There  is  every  indication  that  this  work  will  prove 
satisfactory. 

Chirnside. — Owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  new 
houses  in  this  area  it  is  considered  that  additional  storage 
will  be  necessary.  It  is  proposed  to  make  use  of  a tank  in 
the  centre  of  the  village  which  has  a capacity  of  about 
15,000  gallons.  This  tank  is  to  supply  the  houses  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  village.  A scheme  on  these  lines  is  being 
prepared. 

Coldingham. — This  supply  is  now  sufficient  for  all 
purposes.  It  was  found  there  was  danger  of  flood  waters 
reaching  the  overflow  line  of  the  supply  well,  and  safe- 
guarding measures  were  adopted. 
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Grantshouse. — The  supply  to  this  village  has  been 
rather  intermittent  throughout  the  year,  due  to  frequent 
breakage  of  the  supply  pipe  occasioned  by  bridge  building 
operations. 

As  a result  of  these  breakages,  it  was  found  that  the 
pipe  was  badly  corroded  and  would  need  renewal  from  the 
fountainhead.  Investigations  have  been  made  with  a 
view  to  providing  an  alternative  gravitation  supply.  A 
supply,  situated  about  697  yards  north  of  the  village  and 
opposite  Mosspark  Cottage,  could  readily  be  made  available. 
This  matter  is  meantime  being  considered  by  the  Committee. 

Reston. — Work  has  now  commenced  on  a pumping 
scheme  for  this  village.  Water  is  to  be  taken  from  the 
Heughhead  springs  and  forced  by  a centrifugal  pump  to  a 
storage  tank  situated  on  Greenhead  Farm,  west  of  the 
village.  This  scheme  should  be  completed  before  the 
period  when  shortage  is  usually  experienced. 

St.  Abbs. — The  reservoir  scheme  approved  by  the  St. 
Abbs  Committee  has  now  been  abandoned. 

An  alternative  scheme,  which  is  to  pump  water  from 
a well  in  the  Scavie  Haugh  to  a storage  tank  situated  at  the 
top  end  of  the  Creel  Road,  has  been  approved  and  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Engineers. 

Allanton.— A new  well  has  been  sunk  and  pipes  there- 
from connected  up  to  the  existing  pumping  plant. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  existing  storage  tank 
is  too  low  to  supply  several  houses  at  the  south  end  of  the 
village.  The  Local  Committee  had  under  consideration 
the  provision  of  a new  tank,  the  cost  of  which  was  to  be 
met  by  funds  raised  by  local  efforts. 

So  far  the  villagers  have  not  been  able  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds,  and  in  the  circumstances  the  formation  of 
a Special  District  seems  desirable. 

Greenlaw. — The  preparation  of  a reservoir  scheme  is 
meantime  being  considered  by  Messrs.  Leslie  & Reid,  and 
tenders  are  being  taken. 
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Leitholm. — Owing  to  the  excessive  costs  and  the 
resulting  high  rate  this  scheme  has  meantime  been  aban- 
doned. 

Longformacus. — Work  is  now  nearing  completion  in 
forming  additional  storage  and  laying  service  mains  through- 
out this  village. 

Lennel  Newtown. — This  village,  and  the  farms  of 
Coldstream  Mains  and  Oxenrig,  have  now  been  formed  into 
a Special  District. 

Earlston. — Work  on  this  scheme  has  now  been  com- 
pleted, with  satisfactory  results. 

Gordon. — A fracture  in  the  pipe  supplying  the  houses 
east  of  the  village  and  the  hospital  was  found,  and  after 
repair  the  supply  to  these  subjects  improved  considerably. 

Hume  Area.— Two  new  wells  have  been  sunk  in  the 
village,  and  water  from  these  is  being  used  for  washing  and 
flushing  purposes.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
had  a deep  bore  well  put  down  immediately  south  of  the 
village.  I understand  that  the  bore  was  taken  to  a depth  of 
180  feet.  The  core  taken  out  appears  to  be  from  the  old 
red  Sandstone,  and  a yield  of  29,500  gallons  of  perfectly 
pure  water  is  springing  up  several  feet  above  the  surface 
of  the  ground. 

This  water  will  gravitate  to  a storage  tank  and  thence 
be  pumped  to  reservoirs  at  suitable  points,  from  which  it 
will  gravitate  to  several  of  the  Holdings. 

One  of  the  reservoirs  adjoins  Hume  Castle,  and  water 
can  be  obtained  by  arrangement  for  the  School  and  adjoin- 
ing houses. 


DRAINAGE. 

Special  Drainage  Districts  in  the  County  are  East 
District  : Ayton,  Burnmouth,  Chirnside,  Cockburnspath 
and  Cove,  Coldingham,  St.  Abbs,  and  Reston ; Middle 
District  : Langton,  Leitholm,  Longformacus  and  Swinton  ; 
West  District  : Earlston,  Gordon,  Oxton  and  Westruther. 
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Coldingham. — The  village  scheme  continues  satis- 
factorily. No  arrangements  have  yet  been  made  to  deal 
with  sewage  from  the  various  properties  at  Coldingham 
Sands.  However,  during  the  past  summer  very  little 
evidence  of  sewage  pollution  was  seen. 

Reston. — The  proposed  new  sewage  scheme  has  not 
yet  been  taken  in  hand,  but  instructions  have  been  given 
to  push  forward  with  the  work  as  soon  as  the  water  scheme 
is  completed. 

Longformacus. — Work  in  connection  with  a drainage 
scheme  for  this  village  has  now  been  completed. 

Leitholm. — This  village  has  been  formed  into  a Special 
District,  but,  owing  to  excessive  costs  and  the  low  rateable 
value  of  the  village,  no  scheme  has  been  definitely  approved. 

Swinton. — There  is  still  no  progress  to  report  on 
conditions  at  this  village. 

Greenlaw. — The  greater  part  of  the  High  Street,  west 
of  the  Mill  Lade  to  near  the  Bridge,  and  also  the  Todholes, 
has  no  proper  drainage.  Levels  have  been  taken,  and  a 
section  of  the  proposed  pipe  line  prepared,  with  a view  to 
installing  a complete  scheme. 

Westruther. — This  village  has  been  formed  into  a 
Special  District  and  proper  drainage  with  septic  tank 
provided. 

Cove  and  Cockburnspath. — In  Cockburnspath  Special 
District  part  of  the  sewers  have  given  trouble  owing  to  the 
low  gradient.  This  has  occasioned  much  annoyance,  and 
alterations  where  possible  were  made,  but  it  is  now 
evident  that  a flushing  chamber  is  required. 

Cove  village  has  now  been  formed  into  a Special 
Drainage  District,  and  the  provision  of  sewers  will  be  taken 
in  hand  at  an  early  date. 
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CLEANSING. 

Special  Cleansing  Districts  in  the  County  are  : — East 
District  : Ayton,  Chirnside,  Cockburnspath,  Coldingham, 
Reston  and  St.  Abbs  ; Middle  District  : Greenlaw,  Langton 
and  Leitholm  ; West  District  : Earlston,  Oxton  and  Gordon. 


The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Special  Areas  was  in 
general  efficiently  executed,  but  there  is  still  a difficulty 
in  getting  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  collection  to 
deposit  it  in  a proper  manner. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  some  coups 
where  depositing  had  been  definitely  neglected,  with  the 
result  that  these  places  became  rat  infested. 

A site  has  now  been  obtained  for  Grantshouse  Village, 
but  no  systematic  collection  is  yet  in  operation. 

Gordon  Village,  which  has  a very  suitable  dumping 
area  outside  the  village,  has  now  been  formed  into  a Special 
District,  but  here  again  no  systematic  collection  is  in 
operation.  As  a result,  the  dumping  area  is  becoming  very 
unsightly  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  ensure  proper 
control. 

Areas  where  collection  of  refuse  is  required  or  at  which 
coups  are  not  readily  available  are  : — Burnmouth,  Paxton, 
Hutton,  Whitsome,  Swinton,  Lennel  Newtown.  Birgham. 
The  disposal  of  tins  and  metal  of  every  description  con- 
stitutes a very  real  problem,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  all 
of  these  villages  should  be  formed  into  Special  Cleansing 
Districts.  A suitable  site  for  a dump  should  be  secured 
and  a collection  made  once  each  month.  A motor  waggon 
could  in  one  day  make  a round  of  these  villages  and  remove 
the  material  to  a central  dump,  where  a suitable  pressing 
and  baling  machine  might  be  installed.  There  would,  I 
am  sure,  be  a market  for  this  material  once  it  was  put  into 
bales. 
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NUISANCES. 

Forty-eight  nuisances  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
These  related  to  choked  drains,  offensive  overflows  from 
cesspools,  accumulation  of  slaughterhouse  garbage,  foul 
ditches  and  ashpits,  state  of  dung  steads,  etc.  In  all  case 
nuisances  were  abated.

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The  second  survey— measuring  of  rooms — was  under- 
taken during  the  year.  Only  two  parishes  have  to  be 
completed,  but,  in  view  of  the  negligible  number  of  addit- 
ional overcrowded  houses  revealed  over  the  first  survey,  it 
is  considered  more  or  less  a waste  of  time  to  continue  with 
measurement. 

Overcrowding  exists  to  a greater  extent  in  the  landward 
parts  of  the  County,  compared  with  the  villages,  but  not 
until  something  is  done  to  relieve  overcrowding  at  farm 
cottages  will  any  appreciable  improvement  be  revealed. 
Houses  are  urgently  required  for  those  who  are  being 
displaced  from  the  farm  cottages.  Provision  is  being  made 
for  new  houses  for  this  class  under  the  Housing  Rural 
Population  (Scotland)  Bill  now  before  Parliament. 

No  Notices  were  served  under  Section  20  (1)  requiring 
provision  of  a sufficient  water  closet.  During  the  year, 
however,  74  houses  had  water  closets  introduced,  in  most 
instances  after  an  intimation  by  letter  or  otherwise.

Private 
slaughterhouses  are  licensed  at  Ayton,  Eyemouth  (2), 
Eyecliffe,  Greenlaw  (2),  Chirnside  (2),  Cockburnspath, 
Lauder  (2),  Coldingham,  Earlston  and  Gordon. 
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Periodica]  inspections  were  made  as  time  permitted, 
and  generally  conditions  prevailing  were  satisfactory.  All 
premises  were  lime-washed  at  regular  intervals. 

There  are  in  all  21  slaughterers  licensed  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.

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ACCOMMODATION  FOR  SEASONAL  WORKERS. 

Intimation  was  received  in  two  instances  in  respect 
of  seasonal  workers  being  employed  at  farms.  The  accom- 
modation was  found  ratber  unsatisfactory,  but  alterations 
were  made.  The  number  of  persons  accommodated  was  38. 
Byelaws  will  now  be  required  for  all  such,  premises,  including 
bothies.  Many  bothies  throughout  the  County  will  require 
very  drastic  improvements,  otherwise  they  must  be  closed. 


SCHOOLS.

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

No  insanitary  conditions  came  under  notice.  Land 
was  acquired  at  Gordon  and  Whitsome,  enclosing  walls 
built  and  ground  laid  out. 


DAIRIES. 


The  Registered  Dairies  in  the  County  number  111, 
and  the  number  of  cows  at  last  inspection  was  804. 

Routine  inspection  was  carried  out,  and  on  these 
occasions  premises  have  as  a general  rule  been  found  in  a 
good  state  of  cleanliness,  and  cows  clean  and  well  groomed. 
Only  in  a few  instances  was  verbal  intimation  given  to  have 
walls,  etc.,  cleaned  down  and  lime-washed. 

There  are  still  several  premises  which  are  not  strictly 
up  to  modern  standards,  milk  houses  being  badly  situated, 
also  other  structural  defects  in  byres,  but,  in  view  of  the 
very  small  amount  of  milk  retailed  from  these  premises, 
and  the  fact  that  cleanliness  of  premises  and  handling  of 
milk  is  at  least  of  an  average  standard,  no  drastic  action 
has  meantime  been  taken. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION  ORDER). 

Only  two  premises  Bogend,  Duns,  and  Renton  Home 
Farm,  Grantshouse,  are  licensed  for  the  production  and 
sale  of  certified  milk,  and  one,  Hardens  Farm,  for  Grade  A. 
T.T. 

Conditions  prevailing  are  at  all  times  satisfactory. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT, 

1928. 

Linder  the  above  Act  76  samples  were  purchased  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Analyst.  There  were  15  official 
samples  and  61  test  samples.  The  number  of  samples 
found  to  be  adulterated  was  four. 


MILK. 

The  number  of  milk  samples  procured  was  53,  45  of 
which  were  test  samples.  The  average  amount  of  milk  fat 
in  all  statutory  samples  was  4.15  per  cent,  which  is  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  presumptive  standard  of  3 per 
cent.  In  instances  fat  was  as  high  as  4.71,  4.62  and  4.25 
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per  cent.  In  no  instances  did  the  percentage  of  milk  fat 
in  any  of  the  samples  fall  below  3.51  per  cent. 

In  respect  of  the  45  test  samples,  only  two  were  not 
up  to  legal  standard.  One  showed  a fat  abstraction  of 
9 per  cent.,  while  the  other  showed  water  added  to  the 
extent  of  17  per  cent.  On  taking  official  samples,  however, 
they  were  reported  by  the  Analyst  as  genuine.

1.— CONDITION  AND  CLEANLINESS  OF  CATTLE. 

Nearly  all  the  cattle  were  in  good  condition,  including 
cows  due  to  calve  in  the  late  winter  and  early  spring.  The 
standard  of  cleanliness  remained  about  stationary-  passable 
to  very  good.  Dairymen,  as  a rule,  groomed  the  cows  at 
least  one  hour  before  milking  and  attended  to  their  hands 
and  the  cows’  udders.  But  a few  byres,  a very  small 
percentage,  were  found  dirty  during  milking  hours. 

(a)  Nature  of  fodder  arnd  diet  as  affecting  quality  of  Milk. 

The  cows  received  a good  mixed  diet  with  various 
concentrates  proportionate,  generally  speaking,  to  the  milk 
yield  and  individual  requirements,  with  hay  as  winter 
fodder  for  most  recorded  cows  and  deep  milkers.  A 
mixture  of  cakes  and  flaked  maize  was  in  general  use  with 
one  or  several  of  the  following  : — bruised  oats,  bran,  dried 
grains,  bean  meal,  molassine  meal,  “ makbar  ” and  mineral 
salts.  Less  turnips  and  more  kale  and  beet  pulp  were  fed 
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in  the  ration.  Kale,  in  particular,  gave  excellent  results 
from  October  to  the  end  of  the  year.  On  non -registered 
premises,  straw  and  turnips  were  general  with  or  without 
hay.  Instances  of  over  feeding,  especially  of  dry  and  stale 
cows,  were  not  uncommon. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  remained  good  over  the  whole 

area.

(c)  Disposal  of  Milk  from  Diseased  Cows. 

Milk  from  diseased  or  suspected  cows  was  not  sold  for 
human  consumption.  The  animal  was  isolated  as  far  as 
possible  and  milked  last,  the  milk  being  discarded  and  the 
milker’s  hands  washed  and  disinfected  as  required.  When 
the  nature  of  the  case  permitted,  the  milk,  boiled  or  raw, 
was  fed  to  other  animals  or  to  poultry. 

2.— INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE. 

Three  routine  inspections  of  registered  and  two  of 
non-registered  premises  were  carried  out,  all  the  cows  being 
clinically  examined,  with  special  reference  to  the  udder. 
During  the  twelve  months  under  review,  199  premises  were 
visited,  and  the  inspections  numbered  450  as  against  432 
in  1936.  Extra  visits  were  made  when  required.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  52  out  of  a total  of  111  registered 
producers  in  the  county  are  located  in  the  area.  The 
figures  for  both  categories  are  given  below  in  tabular  form  : —

3.— BOVINE  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Several  of  the  small  “ mixed  ” herds  which  are  numerous 
in  the  East  District  were  tested  with  tuberculin,  or  retested. 
But  it  was  found  most  difficult  to  take  further  steps  towards 
eradication.  The  immediate  disposal  of  reactors  and  their 
replacement  with  sound  animals  from  tested  herds  was 
beyond  the  means  of  the  producers  concerned.  Not  only 
were  there  no  buildings  available  for  the  isolation  of  reacting 
cows  and  young  calves,  but  the  water  supply  did  not 
always  permit  the  cooling  of  milk  to  50  F.  And  worse 
still,  the  cost  of  cooling  and  sterilising  plants  and  their 
housing  proved  formidable.  Helpful  though  it  is,  free 
tuberculin  testing  is  a comparatively  small  item  ; for  in 
spite  of  the  assistance  afforded  by  the  Tuberculosis  (Attested 
Herds)  Scheme  for  Scotland,  the  initial  expense  must  be 
met  by  the  producer.  I venture  to  say  that  the  up-to-date 
dairyman,  aware  of  the  advantages  of  a tubercle  free  herd, 
is  prepared  to  make  bona  fide  efforts,  provided  he  is  given 
facilities  at  the  outset.  There  is  hope  for  the  future  in  the 
ever  increasing  demand  for  “ tuberculin  tested  ” cows — 
a demand  which  will  help  to  solve  the  problem  of  eradica- 
tion. 

(a)  Number  of  Cows  found  Ivberculovs  on  clinical  exam- 
ination. 

Three  cows,  all  registered,  were  found  to  be  clinically 
tuberculous,  and  within  the  scope  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925,  under  which  Order  they  wrere  destroyed.  The 
post  mortem  examination  in  each  case  revealed  advanced 
tuberculosis.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  case  of  tuber- 
culosis of  the  udder  has  occurred  for  several  years.
